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Council Hears Citizen Critics on Crime 
Information Plan and Walkway Settlement

Greenbelt's city council, 
during its regular meeting 
on February 7, heard resi¬ 
dents give less-than-friendly 
opinions about the sponsor¬ 
ship of a proposed computer¬ 
ized crime information sys¬ 
tem, and about the recent 
settlement of the overpass 
walkway suit with Greenbri- 
ar homeowners. During the 
evening, council also looked 
again at proposals for Met- 
rorail parking lot and for 
Lakeside West Subdivision, 
and still did not like what it 
saw. 

Resident Steve Curtis told 
council he was concerned about 
the proposed crime data system 
because it seemed to point in the 
direction of a possible “sole 


source contract” with Putens As¬ 
sociates, Inc. Curtis pointedly 
asked whether council entertains 
such proposals from its members. 
City Manager James Giese noted 
that the proposal came from Ri¬ 
chard Cripe of Putens Associates, 
and Councilman Edward Putens 
explained that Cripe had devel¬ 
oped the system to be given to 
the city without charge. But Cur¬ 
tis said it would seem better to 
have such a proposal come to 
council from a city advisory com¬ 
mittee. It also would go over 
better in the future, according to 
Curtis, if council would go to 
competitive bidding rather than 
sole source. 

Councilman Thomas White told 
Curtis, “If I understand why you 
are before council. I think you 
are quite right.” White said he 
does not think council would have 
solicited such a proposal on a 


sole-source basis. He pointed out 
that council to date had referred 
the Cripe proposal to city staff 
for recommendations, but had 
gone no further. 

Greenbriar Settlement 
Greenbriar resident Don Shell 
told council he did not think they 
really knew what was going on 
when they recently reached out- 
of-court settlement with a group 
of Greenbriar homeowners who 
had appealed the condemnation a- 
ward relating to the overpass 
pathway through Greenbriar. The 
jury award of $29,000 has been 
paid by the city to the Greenbri¬ 
ar Phase I Homeowners Associa¬ 
tion for “common land” taken for 
the walkway; the additional $17,- 
"00 settlement amount has been 
paid to a small group of individ¬ 
ual condominium owners who 
were claiming in a court appeal 
See SETTLEMENT, p. 6, col.

City Asked to Join Suit As (Jo-1’laintiff 
To Block Sale of Research Center Tract

Possible actions to block 
the proposed sale of some 
acreage in the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center 
again occupied the Green- 
belt city council during its 
regular meeting on Febru¬ 
ary 22. Norman Stern, 
chairman of the Patuxent 
Group of the Sierra Club, 
appeared before council to 
request that the City of 
Greenbelt become co-plain¬ 
tiff in a suit against the Gen¬ 
eral Services Administration 
in an effort to block sale of 
the BARC tracts. Other 
plaintiffs include the cities 
of Laurel and College Park 
and individuals or citizen 
groups. 

Stern's primary concern seem¬ 
ed to be the possibility that the 
land would be sold before the 
pending legislation to prevent 
the sale, sponsored by Senators 
Mathias and Sarbanes, could be 
acted upon. According to Stern, 
the sale could go through as 
soon as March 25 if no action is 
taken to block it. in response to 
questions from council members, 
Stern said that the suit is based 
on the contention that the land 
contains geological artifacts and 
is the home of (unspecified) en¬ 
dangered wildlife species. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld asked 
whether an Environmental Im¬ 
pact Study (E1S) had been re¬ 
quested. City Manager James 
Giese replied that the GSA posi¬ 
tion is that the EIS should have 
been done by the Agriculture De¬ 
partment before the land was de¬ 
clared excess and that GSA does 
not appear to consider itself re¬ 
sponsible for an EIS. 

Council, without committing it¬ 
self to being party to the suit, 
appeared to be favorably inclined 


to the idea, Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed that the city solicitor be put 
in touch with Joseph F. McBride, 
a lawyer who has volunteered 
his time in filing the suit. Wei¬ 
denfeld requested that additional 
information be obtained to in¬ 
clude details on the basis of the 
suit, anticipated costs to the 
plaintiffs, and an opinion on the 
leg’al standing of the city as a 
party to the suit. 

In other actions related to the 
proposed sale of the tracts, the 
council voted to send a letter to 
Senator Mathias and Senator 
Sarbanes thanking them for their 
efforts in introducing the legis¬ 
lation aimed at prohibiting sale 
of the tracts. Council also ex¬ 
pressed its gratitude for brief re¬ 
marks made by Jesse Jacobs, an 
assistant to Congressman Steny 
Hoyer. According to Jacobs,

Hoyer has also introduced legis¬ 
lation to block sale of the two 
tracts which are the subject of 
the Senate bill.

In another matter related to 
the “greenbelt” around Green¬ 
belt, the council accepted an Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board report 
commenting on a record of deci¬ 
sion by the National Park Serv¬ 
ice, National Capital Region, 
which is the result of almost two 
years of planning for the devel¬ 
opment of Greenbelt National 
Park. In its recommendation to 
the Park Service, the city had 
supported a minimal amount of 
development to the park's facili¬ 
ties. The final decision reflects a 
similar position. The APB report 
See CITY COUNCIL, p. 4, col.

However, he explained that 
Greenbelt's interest in the Plan's 
development was part of the 
city's relationship with the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. Therefore, 
sending a representative to the 
forum would be repetitive. 

In response to the Board's re¬ 
quest for Greenbelt’s representa¬ 
tive to identify the Plan's key 
issues at the forum, Giese stated 
that Council had received APB’s 
report on the Plan. Council also 
had had a work session with APB 
on November 23. A second work 
session to further review the 
Plan was held on March 1. 

“The public forum is essential¬ 
ly an opportunity for comments 
to be engendered relating to the 
Plan by persons other than the 
municipal governments involved 
in the planning structure,” Giese 
stated. 


Volunteers for the Master 
Plan's Citizens Advisory Com¬ 
mittee may sign up during the 
meeting or by writing, within 
30 days, to the Director of 
Planning, John F. Downs, 
County Administration Office 
Building, Upper Marlboro 
20772. The committee will 
meet about twice a month to 
discuss issues pertaining to 
the plan. 


In a related matter, council an¬ 
nounced they will accept nomi¬ 
nations for a Master Plan Citi¬ 
zens Advisory Committee at their 
next meeting. The Prince Georg¬ 
es County Planning Board will 
appoint the committee, which is 
expected to have from 15 to 18 
members. 

APB suggested that at least 
one representative be nominateo 
from the APB and one from the 
city's Park and Recreation Ad 
visory Board. 

“Anyone may nominate anyone 
to serve on this committee,” Gie 
se said. 

Zoning Appeal Okayed 

Also at their meeting, counc 
reaffirmed their approval of 
zoning appeal for the hotel prop 
erty at the Maryland Trade Cei> 
ter Park. 

The appeal, by Sunstate Prop 
erties, Inc., of Raleigh, North 
Carolina, requested a four foot 
variance in the distance between 
the proposed building and the 
property line. 

“Council does not oppose the 
variance of four feet as request¬ 
ed," councilman Thomas White 
said. 

A public hearing before the 
Appeals Zoning Board of Prince 
Georges County was held on 
March 2. 

Bus Shelter 

White requested that Council 
contact the County Transporta¬ 
tion Department to clarify their 
recent denial of a new bus shel¬ 
ter in Greenbelt. According to 
White, the Boxwood Civic Asso¬ 
ciation request for a bus shelter 
at Crescent Rd. and Lastner 
Lane was denied by the Depart¬ 
ment. White expressed a desire 
to “pursue beyond this response, 
if for no other reason than to 
clarify their policy.” Several 
council members also shared this 
view.

Roosevelt Swim Club 
Is County Champion

The Roosevelt Swim Club, 
showing both strength and depth, 
dominated the Prince Georges 
County Championship Meet held 
Saturday, February 5 at the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission’s Al¬ 
lentown Road indoor pool in 
Camp Springs* The annual meet 
was sponsored for the fourth con¬ 
secutive year by Dr. and Mrs. 
John A. Droter. 

Scoring 509 points, almost 200 
points ahead of the second place 
team, the 33-member club 
brought home the championship 
trophy. In a club victory celebra¬ 
tion at school the next week, the 
trophy was presented by club 
sponsor Gary King to Principal 
Ray Ogden for display in the 
school’s lobby along with last 
year’s second place trophy. Med¬ 
als were presented to those in¬ 
dividuals placing first through 
sixth in the 22 events of the 
meet. The team is coached by 
Dan Park. 

The club’s only triple winner 
was Greenbelter Craig Dies, who 
scored 40 points. Craig easily 
took first place in the 100 yard 
individual medley, setting both 
a meet and a team record with 
a time of 2:02.91. Craig also 
placed first in the 100 yd. breast¬ 
stroke, Roosevelt’s second high 
scorer was another Greenbelter, 
Dan Sutherland (36 points). Dan 
placed first in the 100 yd. butter¬ 
fly and 3rd in the 500 yd. free 
style events. Craig, swimming 
breaststroke, and Dan, swimming 
the fly, provided two legs of the 
winning Roosevelt boys 200 yd.

while pointing out that the East 
Park appears to + be neglected or 
forgotten. The position leaves 
open the opportunity for this 
land to be declared surplus by the 
federal government because of 
under-utilization. The APB re¬ 
port also points out that the 
Park entrance could become a 
traffic problem in the future, par¬ 
ticularly as work begins on the 
Greenbelt Road/Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue interchange. 

The council accepted two res¬ 
ignations from city advisory 
boards. Robert Zugby, newly ap¬ 
pointed city council member, re¬ 
signed from the Community Re¬ 
lations Advisory Board and Ron¬ 
ald A. Ott, long-time member of 
the Park and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board, resigned from that 
body. Council also accepted a 
PRAB repprt which said, in re¬ 
gard to Ott’s resignation: “the 
departure from PRAB of Ron 
Ott, former chairman and vice- 
chairman during his nine and 
one-half years on the Advisory 
Board, is viewed as a significant 
loss to PRAB and the city in 
light of his exceptional leader¬ 
ship and tremendous contribu¬ 
tions to the development and 
preservation of the city's parks 
and recreation programs, as well 
as to the community itself.” 

Turning to the perennial sub¬ 
ject of money, council passed a 
resolution to authorize the city 
manager to invest temporarily 
available city funds in the State 
of Maryland Local Government 
Investment Pool, a new instru¬ 
ment specifically designed to 
meet the needs of local govern¬ 
ments for a professionally-man¬ 
aged investment vehicle. 

The council deferred action on 
the award of a contract to re¬ 
construct Ridge Road between 
Gardenway and Eastway to allow 
further time for the city staff to 
study ten bid proposals which 
were received. 

Tax Rebate 

Mayor Weidenfeld notified 
council that the president of the 
Prince Georges Municipal Asso¬ 
ciation was meeting with the 
County Executive on February 23 
to discuss the rebate of taxes 
which municipalities receive from 
the county. The current rebate 
formula is intended to cover pub¬ 
lic works services which the mu¬ 
nicipalities provide for them¬ 
selves, thereby saving the county 
money which it would otherwise 
have to expend to provide such 
services to the cities. Since the 
county collects the tax before re¬ 
bating it to the cities, the tax is 
subject to the restrictions impos¬ 
ed by TRIM. For this reason, the

county executive, according to 
Giese, is interested in exploring 
a tax differential which would 
result in a credit being applied 
on the county tax rate to prop¬ 
erty owners within municipali¬ 
ties. Under this scheme, the prop¬ 
erty owner rather than the mu¬ 
nicipality benefits directly from 
the differential. If this credit 
were applied to municipal resi¬ 
dents in Prince Georges County, 
the amount of the tax differential 
would not be subject to the TRIM 
restriction and the county would 
have an additional sum in excess 
of one million dollars to spend 
on county services. Since the city 
would no longer receive monies 
rebated to it from the county, 
presumably city taxes would 
have to be raised to make up the 
shortfall. However, from the 
point of view of the property 
owner, nothing would change— 
county taxes would go down and 
city taxes would go up by the 
same amount. 

Giese felt that since tax dif¬ 
ferential is not subject to the 
TRIM restriction, the county ex¬ 
ecutive might propose an increas¬ 
ed tax differential covering areas 
such as police protection. Green¬ 
belt, with its extensive expendi¬ 
tures for police services, has long 
been in favor of an increased al¬ 
lowance from the county for such 
services and would probably 
benefit considerably from any 
broadening of the services to be 
covered. 


PGCC Has Special Testing 
For High School Students 

Fifty percent of all those at¬ 
tending colleges and universities 
in the United States are attend¬ 
ing Community Colleges. In 
Prince Georges County, between 
40 and 50% of all the students 
attending any college enroll at 
Prince Georges Community Col¬ 
lege. In order to accommodate 
these county students, the Ad¬ 
missions Department at Prince 
Georges has developed a Special 
Testing Program. 

Each high school in the county 
is assigned a special testing date 
when students from that school 
come to the college campus and 
take the Comparative Guidance 
and Placement Exam (CGP), 
PGOC's entrance exam. Both 
public and private schools are in¬ 
cluded in the program. Dates for 
schools Greenbelters attend are: 
Saturday, March 5, DeMatha and 
Elizabeth Seton; Saturday, Mar. 
12, Eleanor Roosevelt, and Sat¬ 
urday, April 9, Pallotti and Riv- 
erdale Baptist. 

High school graduates in the 
Special Testing Program are as¬ 
sured of getting into the Fall 
classes with far more ease than 
those who wait until July and 
August to register.

Governor Appoints White 

City Councilman Thomas X. 
White has been appointed to the 
Oil Price Overcharge Task Force 
by Governor Harry Hughes. The 
committee has been requested to 
evaluate appropriate options and 
recommend specific programs for 
distributing funds to those people 
who have been overcharged by 
oil companies between 1973 and 
1981. The U.S. Department of En¬ 
ergy has been prosecuting oil 
companies for violation of petro¬ 
leum price and allocation regu¬ 
lations in effect during those 
years. Portions of the funds re¬ 
sulting from prosecution and set¬ 
tlement of these cases are being 
made available to Maryland for 
disposition in a manner consist¬ 
ent with law.

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Greenbelt Homes Board Discusses 
Windows, Pets, Moisture Problems

Due to the threat of a snowstorm, the February 10 
meeting of the Greenbelt Homes Incorporated, (GHI) Board 
of Directors was postponed and held instead the following 
week. Major topics for discussion were window mainten¬ 
ance, a pet resolution from the Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee, and the possibility of FNMA loans for resale 


financing. 

Window Maintenance 

The topic of window mainte¬ 
nance has been discussed at sev¬ 
eral board meetings. In most in¬ 
stances GHI residents are re¬ 
sponsible for window glass main¬ 
tenance. Maintenance of the win¬ 
dow, itself, however, is the re¬ 
sponsibility of GHI. The stand¬ 
ard replacement windows will be 
covered by the maintenance 
agreement. Nonstandard windows 
installed in the original structure 
will also be maintained by GHI. 
However, there will be a charge 
to individual members for extra 
expenses, if any, associated with 
the replacement of nonstandard 
window parts. 

Pet Problems 

A pet resolution was presented 
to the board by Joe Remenick of 
the Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee. The committee felt 
that barking, feces in yards and 
common areas, and roaming ani¬ 
mals have become a problem in 
GHI. The following is a summa¬ 
ry of what the committee is cur¬ 
rently requesting the board to 
do: 

1. Strictly enforce existing 
rules regarding barking, sanita¬ 
tion, and lawn care. 

2. Ask City of Greenbelt to bet¬ 
ter enforce leash law for dogs 
and cats. 

3. Include instructions on pet 
care at New Member Orientation. 

4. Support a community-wide 
education program on pets and 
health issues. 

5. Consider adoption of a new 
rule to restrict the number of 


outdoor-type pets a member may 
own. 

The board members had the 
most discussion about the last 
item. It would be very difficult to 
administer a rule on the number 
of pets allowed. The board was 
in favor, however, of contacting 
the city to let them know that 
GHI would like the city to en¬ 
force leash laws, 

FNMA Loans 

There is a possibility that GHT 
may in the future qualify for 
Federal National Mortgage As¬ 
sociation (FNMA) loans. If so, 
this could put the corporation on 
almost equal footing with homes 
offering first-mortgage loans. It 
would also be the first approval 
in the country for a cooperative. 
The board approved the expendi¬ 
ture of $2,500 - $3,500 to obtain 
a legal opinion required by 
FNMA that the state laws and 
GHI regulations are in compli¬ 
ance with FNMA standards. 

Moisture 

Board and management dis¬ 
cussed the moisture problems in 
the brick attics and the possibil¬ 
ity of testing various methods of 
eliminating the problem. Man¬ 
agement stated that at least 12 
rows of brick homes are affected 
by the moisture and they fear 
that the number will be higher 
as not all attics have yet been 
examined. 

House and Garden Tour 

The Member and Community 
Relations Committee announced 
that the annual house and garden 
tour is scheduled for June 5.

of the condemnation award that 
they suffered “consequential dam¬ 
ages” as a result of the pathway. 

Shell's position seemed to be 
that the owners who truly suffer¬ 
ed damages when the city built 
the walkway are not the ones who 
appealed and will share in the 
S17,500 settlement. He told coun¬ 
cil that “many people” were 
meeting that night in Greenbriar, 
and that these people are going 
to sue the city. 

The News Review later asked 
J Davis, member of the Greenbri¬ 
ar Phase I Board of Directors, 
for information on this issue. Da¬ 
vis said she had no idea how 
many people might be involved, 
but that her understanding was 
that these are persons who earl¬ 
ier chose not to be parties to the 
appeal effort. According to Da¬ 
vis, Shell had appeared before 
the Board of Directors, asking 
for board support in getting the 
$29,000 condemnation award to 
the Association divided among 
those owners whose units face the 
walkway. Davis said Shell had 
announced that his group “in¬ 
tends to sue” the board if it does 
not give the requested support. 

Metro Station 

Although Giese told council he 
understands construction of a 
commuter rail station and inter¬ 
im parking lot on the site of the 
proposed Greenbelt Metrorail sta¬ 
tion may be more than two years 
away, council agreed the city 
must continue now to seek relief 
from the expected traffic prob¬ 
lems, including in particular 
construction of an overpass ac¬ 


ross the Beltway to link Cherry- 
wood and Ivy Lanes. 

White recalled that in the early 
1970’s, county planners told the 
city not to worry about traffic 
load that would result from the 
building of Greenbriar, because 
a grade separation at the inter¬ 
section of Kenilworth Avenue and 
Greenbelt Road would take care 
of the extra vehicle flow. White 
noted that the grade separation 
has still to be constructed. A- 
gain, recalled White, the plan¬ 
ners said not to worry about the 
impact of the proposed Greenway 
Shopping Center on northbound 
traffic exiting from the Parkway, 
because the exit ramp would be 
redone. The ramp is still not 
rebuilt, said White, and will ev¬ 
entually be the scene of a fatal¬ 
ity as a result. 

In White’s view, the planners 
simply don’t care about traffic 
problems, and, if permitted to do 
so, will probably continue to ig¬ 
nore Greenbelt’s concerns that 
Cherrywood Lane cannot handle 
the traffic that would result from 
a commuter rail interim parking 
lot, or from a much larger Met¬ 
rorail parking lot. White agreed 
with a recommendation by Giese 
that council ask for a meeting 
that would bring together repre¬ 
sentatives of the Stnte Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation, the 
County Planning Department, 
and Metrorail planners. As White 
put it, if thev like this interim 
parking facility, they’d better 
take care of the city’s concerns.

The bill to rename the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway for 
former Congresswoman Gladys 
Spellman (H.R. 174) was approv¬ 
ed February 25 by the House 
Committee on Interior and Insu¬ 
lar Affairs and will now go to 
the full House for consideration.
